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Educational Update 


by Dr. Carol Sager 
Superintendent of Schools 

Scientists say that our bodies are made to last 100 years 
it We take care of them. Yet too many people don’t. Poor 
physical fitness causes many stress-related problems, heart 
disease, obesity. and over 80 percent of all lower back pain 

Stuches consistently indicate that common sense decrees 
that people who are physically fit enjoy life more, have a 

nore positive work attitude, improved work performance, 
nore stiming, less strain and tension. For these r 
physical education is mandated by law for all students in all 
grade leVels for the purpose of promoting physical well 
being 

Clearly, one of the most 
to keep physically fit 

How does a school system help a student develop a sound 
body ‘or a sound mind? in unsafe, unsound facilities? 

The physical education program in Wilmington is a 
challenging one which provides students with a variety of ac. 
tivities that aid students in developing and maintaining 
physical well-being throughout their lifetimes. Students 
learn how to participate in team and individual sports that 
they can enjoy now and as adults. They are made aware of 
the importance of diet, of habits that promote good health so 
that they can make sound decisions in matters affecting their 
physical welfare and lifestyles. However, it’s difficult at best 
to promote habits of good health and physical fitness in 
facilities that have health and safety hazards and are totally 
inadequate for student use 

At Wilmington High School the gymnasium is too small to 
allow for the variety of activities that should be offered to 
both boys and girls. There is no space for wrestling, gym 
nasties. a first aid station — accommodatons that are routine 
in other high schools. The present locker dressing and shower 
facilities are disaster areas totally incapable of servicing the 
needs of 1000 students who engage daily in strenuous physical 
activities. There is no adequate drainage, no drinking foun: 
tains, no clocks. There are no full size lockers for boys and 
only 30.full size lockers for girls. Consequently, most of the 
students have to store their clothing in small metal trays 
The athletic locker rooms are just as bad. The boys room has 
an insufficient number of lockers. The ventilation is poor 
The lighting is poor and it is unheated in the winter. There 
are no attached toiled facilities, showers or drinking foun: 
tains 

For the girl athletes, there are no facilities at all

Committeeman John Brooks was the only 
dissenting nember, stating that he had no philosophical pro- 
blem with {he new policy but questioned its wordiness and 
repetition. Committeeman Tony Accardi, responded to 
Brooks’ criicism by saying that it was time to stop beating 
around the lush and time to do something for the good kids at 
WilmingtonHigh School 

School Conmitteewoman Bridget Zukas, praised the value 
of the policy ind commended the members of the school com- 
mittee and @mmunity who worked on the task force that 
developed th4policy 

The two str(igest voices supporting the new drug - alcohol 
policy were Chairman Robert Peterson and Tony Accardi.

Th average per pupil cost in Wilm- 
ington is $2,662 and $3,55\for special needs students. In the 
sanre'repuit, the fact titat Wififington is below the state wide 
average in teaching, supelyison, principal’s office, and ad- 
ministrative costs was pregnted. 

In other action, the schod committee voted to hire Lynn 
Scheiner as West Intermeditte School Drama Club Advisor 
and Bertha Osterhaven as li\rary aide at Wilmington High 
School. Notice was also given\hat at the next meeting of the 
Wilmington School Committe on April 25, a stronger 
discipline code to ensure giater bus safety would be 
presented and discussed by thecommittee.

© Historical comparison. To set the 
data from this survey (collected in 1983) 
against the results of a similar survey 
done in 1974 is to see a remarkable evolu: 

Over the nine-year span, 
the concept of “student power" has fallen 
into abeyance. Students still value their 
student councils as organizers of the so 
cial life of the school, But only one-third 
of those polled think councils affect deci 
sions about school rules (a major issue in 
the 1960s and '70s), and only L4 percent 
see them as affecting decisions about 
course offerings. 

With the trend away from student power has come an 
increasing acceptance of authority. Asked to rate their 
principals, nearly 80 percent of the students gave them 
high marks for understanding and caring about student 
problems — up from 50 percent in 1974. This may help 
explain the increased interest in higher education. In 
1974, only one-third of those polled were aiming at four 
years of college or university education.
